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CABINET CONTROVERSIES 
IT WOULD BE a miracle if there were 
n o chan ges in the Eisen hower cabin et in 
the n ear future. No Presid en t ev er main ­ 
tain ed his origin al cabin et in tact far in to 
his secon d term. An d con d ition s within the 
cabin et are hard ly more harmon ious than 
usual. 
What happen s, usually, is that cabin et 
members who cherish their jobs suppress 
their griev an ces an d win plaud its for co­ 
operatin g 
“with 
the 
te am .” 
But 
this 
course seems to become more un palatable 
as time passes, an d there are boun d to be 
eruptipn s. 
Secretary of the Treasury Humphreys 
has let it be kn own that he regard s the 
proposed $72 billion bud get for the fiscal 
year startin g July I to be in d efen sible. It 
is obv ious that his recommen d ation s were 
n ot followed in d raftin g it. 
Secretary of Defen se Wilson is becomin g 
in creasin gly un happy ov er d ev elopmen ts 
an d can hard ly pass ov er the rebuff han d - I 
ed him by Eisen hower. His wife has al­ 
read y v oiced her v iews of the Presid en t's 
rem arks at a press con feren ce. Secretary 
of Agriculture Ben son seems to hav e aban ­ 
d on ed most of his origin al con v iction s an d 
to fav or the farm policies he formerly ab­ 
horred . But it m ust hav e been a bitter pill 
to swallow. 
It is obv ious that the cabin et will figure 
in creasin gly in the n ews from Washin gton . 
An d some of the n ews m a y be of still more 
v olcan ic n ature. 


SERVICE OR BUSINESS? 
UNTIL A CLEAR an swer is mad e to the 
basic question of whether the U. S. mail is 
a serv ice to the public or a busin ess ex­ 
pected to pay its own way, Con gress can 
be expected to go on reactin g bleakly to 
proposed chan ges in first class mail rates. 
If the postal serv ice is a busin ess, its 
pricin g policies make little sen se. What 
sort of en terprise is it that ov ercharges on 
on e item in ord er to sell others below 
cost?

By this program, Sov iet Russia hoped ul­ 
timately to elimin ate the offen siv e capac­ 
ity of NATO, to v itiate the effectiv en ess of 
the Balkan Allian ce, to d estroy the Bagh­ 
d ad Treaties an d in d ue course to in clud e 
the en tire Arab world in the Sov iet Un iv er­ 
sal State. 
Hav in g d ev ised so gran d iose a program, 
Sov iet Russia mov ed slowly, permittin g 
the course of ev en ts to work themselv es, 
d epen d in g, in a measure, upon co n trad io 
ory con d uct of the Western powers. 
The Un ited States has n ev er d ev eloped a 
con sisten t policy toward the n ew n ation s 
which hav e been carv ed out of the Ottoman 
Empire. Except for the support of d oc- j 
trin aire an ti-colon ialism, the Un ited States 
has supported Nasser, a d ictator of the 
Hitler type: it has supported an d oposed 
Israel; it has sold arm s to Arab coun tries I 
an d withheld arms; it has poured billion s | 
in to Fran ce for rehabilitation an d also fa­ 
v ored ev ery rev olution again st F ran ce in 
North Africa; it has built the allian ce be­ 
tween Turkey an d Greece, an d it has also 
been sympathetic toward the aspiration s of 
Cyprus which can on ly lead to a war be­ 
tween Turkey an d Greece. 
Hav in g d on e more than an y other coun ­ 
try to establish Israel as a separate state, j 
it prev en ted Israel from rectifyin g its bor­ 
d ers an d has come up with a proposal for i 
solv in g the Israel-Egv pt situation which J 
d efies an alysis an d un d erstan d in g. Hav in g 
en couraged the separatism of Pakistan , the 
Un ited States has flirted wild ly with Neh­ 
ru. ev en to the exten t of ign orin g his im- I 
perialism in Kashmir. 
These con fusion s of policy in on e area of 
the E a rth ’s surface hav e cov ered three 
Ad min istration s, two Democratic an d on e 
Republican . It can be taken , from its per­ 
sisten ce, as characteristic of policy-mak­ 
in g. But on e can go much further back to 
show how characteristic this con fusion is. 
The Un ited States has fought two wars, at 
great cost in life an d wealth, to sav e Great I 
Britain . It has fin an ced , out of its taxation , j 
Britain ’s econ omic recov ery, makin g up 
its d eficits to the tun e of ten s of billion s 
of d olars. 
Howev er, at the sam e time, goin g back 
to when Wood row Wilson was Presid en t, it

Growing seedlings outdoors is 


sure to produce better results, 
Ries points out. For early plants, 
he suggests you sow seeds in a 
tight fold frame with a glass or 
glass substitute sash over 
the 


top. In Southern Ohio seeds of 
any hardy flowers, and particu­ 
larly

can 
be 


sown March I, in the Columbus 
area March 15, and in the To­ 
ledo, Cleveland and Youngstown 
areas around 
April 
I. 
Without 


sash, sow seeds a month later. 
Usually ifs better to sow seeds 
a little early than a month too 
late. 


Always sow seeds in a soil sub­ 
stitute, rather than in the soil, 
Ries advises. You'll have 
better 
germination, little or 
no 
trouble 
with damping off disease and 
no 
weed problems. 
For soil substitutes you may use 
equal parts of dean, sharp sand 
and peat moss. Use only a one- 
half to 1-inch layer of these ma­ 
terials, and put it on top of a mix­ 
ture of equal parts of good 
soil, 
sand and peat.

Hie new band seeding method 
for legume-grass crops can 
help 
farmers 
get 
maximum 
returns 
from every dollar spent for fertiliz- 
i er, reports the Middle West Soil 
Improvement Committee. 
'‘Band seeding,'’ says the com­ 
mittee, “ puts e v e ry seed directly 
above a band of fertilizer where it 
will be able to take advantage of 
the plant food as soon as germ­ 
ination occurs. 
“ Fach seedling can grow and 
develop in an area where th e 
soil fertility is high. 
“ This new method is more effi­ 
cient 
than 
conventional 
seeding 
practices where many seeds fall 
between the rows and are wasted 
because the young seedlings fail to 
survive since they can't reach the 
plant nutrients.” 
Tests in Ohio showed that band 
seeded legumes made a vigorous 
early start in Spring and produced 
considerably more hay or forage 
titan conventionally seeded fields. 


The Ohio agronomists report 
that seeding rates can 
be 
re­ 
duced, thus cutting down costs 
of establishing the seeding. 


Among 
other 
advantages 
for 
hand seeding are: more effective 
weed control; greater Winter sur­ 
vival of the legume plants; also the 
fact that band seeding may help 
promote more complete use of soil 
fertility by all crops, the commit­ 
tee points out.
